Concrete leiue jhihis nev 
out. To make them, terms of wood or 
niotiil are used. Where various tonus 
are required, as corner post, brace 
ports or Kate posts, probably wood 
fonuB nr* the cheaper. In case a 
lernn number of pouts of one kind is 
to be used, metal forms are more de- 
sirable. They are lighter, more easily 
handled, and last limner than wooden 
Tonne They also nlvc a better unt- 
rue* llrilMli to tbe concrete-. 

There are several kinds of re-en- 
forcement. Perhaps Ihe best Is the 
commercial rods placed on the mar- 
ket for concrete re-enfori inn. The 
more common inaierlttls for this pur 
poB* are hea»y, smooth wire and gal- 
vanized bnrh wire 

Most forms for concrete posts arc 
triangular. Owing to Its shape, and 
having re-enforcement In ouch cor- 
ner, this post Is almost as strong as 
a auuare one, and to make It recmlrea 
less material and labor than for a 
square one. 

The mixture of concrete 
upon where the post Is to 
One part cement ty four of sand hs 
good. For poBts In Isolated places, 
not subject to strain, a mixture of uuo 
to five is sufficient. Those used In a 
corral or around farm buildings where 
stock Is kept are eubject to constant 
strain and a mixture of uuo to three 
Is preferable. This gives a 
material when hurd.
